hemisphere and the persistent Nazi 
bombing was believed to be inflict- 
inf an appreciable damage to its 
facilities. 


While the air war raged over Bri- 
tain’s skies, bomber command air- 
planes of the RAF roared off for 
another crushing attack on the 
the German battleship raiders, the 
26,000-ton Scharnhorst and Gnei- 
senau, at Brest. Direct hits with 
armor-piercing bombs were claimed 
by the air ministry. 

Other points of RAF attack were 
St. Nazaire, the docks at Bremen 
and enemy shipping off the Dutch 
coast. 

The British appeared to be gaining 
the upper hand in Iraq, although 
London’s fears increased that Ger- 


man intervention at any moment— ., 


probably through Syria — might 
change the shifting fortunes of war. 

British and Allied shipping losses 
for the month of April—on which ' 
an admiralty communique is expect 


ed Tuesday—will be close to 500,-, 


000 tons, making the month one of 
the worst of the war, reliable quar- 
ters said today.
